The delense appropiiatlon bill born In the 
Jiouso of rcprcsenlatlvcs provldes-aL 33.3 
billion dollars-some 4 billion more llian 
conBTCSs volcd lostycnr and m million more 
than President Elsenhower usinfi. Vet there 
arc a lot of wbcr warnings CTiit It Isn't 
enough. - 

One recent word came from Rep. George 
Mahon (Tex.); whose subcommUtec spawned 
the new measure. 

What alarms him Is not so much the fact 
'that more money may not be voted for de- 
fense this year as that he thinks the Ameri- 
can people have slipped .back Into apathy 
and complacency. 

The Soviet satellite launchlngs lost fall 
stirred the nation to real concern and the 
beginnings of action. But as time has passed 
and wo have ahot up our own earth satellites 
to compete with the Russians, the mood has 
changed. Comments Mahoh: 

"Now the hysteria Is gone, the anger has 
cooled, and the determination has been, 
blunted. Our cmotlona and resolves have run 
the whdle gamut from the peojc of awareness 
and urgency to the humdrum plane o( com- 
placency." 

In his view this reversion Is a matter of 
the"deepe3t import for~Amerlca's future. For 
he, like many others, including numerous 
scientific and technical experts, belloves that 
the Russian threat In the military-scientific, 
field Is steadily Increasing and Is bound to 
become more serious In the next few years. 
No one rises to say this Is' not so. To the 
contraryr support for this argument grows. 

Capt. Robert C. Truax, a navy rocket 
specialist, writing In the magazine Astro- 
nautics, says ItBtly this country hasn't got 
an Integrated space program and Isn't even 
planning one. Without this, he says, "We not 
only will not overtake the Russians, but the 
gap win continue to widen until they are as 
truly masters of apace as England was master 
of the scos In the last two centurlesi" 

TheJJfrll we lace has been testified to 
again and^ again. But there seems to be no 
man or -men prominent on the American 
Eccnc who can keep the American people un- 
ceoslngly alert and responsive to tbcir danger. 

They appear to reac.t only to severe shocks. 
Tha trouble is, one such Jolt might come too 
late. It might be the shock that kills. 



IDAHO'S TAX STRUCTURE ' 
More and more we have It called to our at- 
tention that Idaho's tax structure Is Inade- 
quat6 and Inenultable. There hor been so 
much criticism along these lines In recent 
years that the people themselves should .-ihow 
more Interest In the Issue and urge some 
definite action by the next legislature. 

Speaking at Gooding recently. Perry Swish- 
er of Pocatelio, state representative and can- 
didate for lieutenant governor, went^ so far 
as to indicate that our Inadequate tax set-up 
serves as no little handicap In bringing new 
Industry Into Idaho. . 

Idaho cannot keep Its antiquated tax struc- 
ture Txnd expect any appreciable growth, he 
said, because one IhlnR Industry doesnit like 
is an -unpredictable tax structure such as 
ours. 

"In order to got industry to come here we 
must have a tax formula that Is stable," he 
reasoned. "It behooves farmers, businessmen 
and union men to work together In estab- 
lishing a tax structure that Is equitable and 
adequate." 

During their campaigns for election to the 
_Etat!i_JcgIslaturc,ualL-candldntc3_inJ[daho. 
should be funded out In this regard, and for 
the state's own good, the peopTfahould evalu- 
ate these candidates accordingly. 

Thq Times-News wp yld li ke to see ihc pub- 
lic accountants throughout'TIir'state taking 
a more active Interest In a tax reform for 
Idaho. Sufficient Interest should be aroused 
well In advance of the next legislature to 
assure positive action. 

Unless such Intercut Is generated In ad- 
vance and deflnllc plans arc, submitted for 
proposed legislation, chances are our next 
■ legislature will bumble along on the tax prob- 
lem. Just as many other sessions have failed 
to accom'pllsh anything In the way of an 
overhaul of this Important function of state 
government.
